The suggestion put forth at the last meeting of the city trustees and 
again at Tuesday evening’s meeting of the Chamber of Commerce to hold a 
"Clean Up” week in this city is an excellent one. Clean up days or weeks 
are annual features in many towns and always productive of good results. 
A town where the vacant lots are overgrown with weeds and are used as 
clumps for rubbish, where the sidewalks show neglect and the parkings are 
supporting weeds and covered with trash, is a town that home-seekers avoid. 
No man wants to bring his family into a town where there is little evidence 
of civic pride and very few investors will put money into a city that pays no 
attention to its appearance. Mighty few business men would hire a man 
who came looking for a job with soiled face and clothing, and just as few 
want to live in a town that is dirty and unkempt. “Always look neat" is a 
motto that long ago was accepted as a fundamental in business.

“But thousands of automobiles claim the privilege of parking all day 
on busy streets, thereby causing great congestion and blocking of streets to 
the inconvenience and even danger to persons and property,
